Similarly, prior art of record does not describe or 
suggest the invention of claims 10-14. am electrical conductivity controlling device 
comprising a circuit in which the light irradiation index (S) of the pulse light is controlled 
to be from 400 to 900 and the light energy, pulse width and irradiation index are 
represented by E J/cm 2 , rsec, and S and S is defined as Elt 4 .
